—Sheridan Knowles has achieved another and a splendid tri¬ 
umph hir the modern stage, m the perfect success oi his new comedy ; and Ma- 
creadv, bv tie- combination of talent that gave, effect to its performance, and by his 
spirited efforts in its production, has won for Ins management "golden opinions 
from all sorts of people.” W oman s Wit, or Love's Disguises, ever in the ascendant 
m the matter-of-fact world, has irresistibly asserted its supremacy in the world ot 
fiction ; and with magnetic power draws, and will continue to draw, all who honor 
dramatic talent of the highest order, to Covent Garden, till the close of the sea¬ 
son. If lien Johnson, over his cheering cup of Canary, said of Cartwright, (who 
though a clever poet, never produced one scene adapted to the stage,) “My son 
Cartwright writes all like a man," well may we conceive the generous exultation 
with which—had Knowles been his contemporary, and taken his fitting station 
amongst the host of master spirits that gave grace and glory to the Elizabethan 
age—“rare Ben” would have paid to the author of “The Wife,” “The Hunch¬ 
back,” “ The Love Chase,” and “ Woman’s W it,” the tribute of 

“ the best of fame, a rival’s praise.” 

But to the play. Though its two-fold title indicates no tivo-fold plot, yet it is in 
reality a double drama ; for in the action two distinct and independent stories 
(each forming sufficient grounds for the structure of a separate play) arc presented, 
ami wrought out to a triumphant cud, without in any way involving or compli¬ 
cating the incidents or the interest of either. Here was the difficulty of the posi¬ 
tion chosen by tlnr first and best of our living dramatists for the exercise of his 
skill, as if to show how easily true genius can not only surmount the most formi¬ 
dable obstacles, but convert them into auxiliaries of its own success. 

The charuc'ers arc admirably defined, and their peculiar features and attributes 
as admirably preserved throughout. The womanly waywardness of the capricious 
beauty (He ro Sutton.) contrasting as finely with the deep and passionate suffering 
of Helen Mowbray, as the self-torturing fastidiousness and wilfulness of Sir 
Valentine de Grey with the melancholy tenderness and chivalrous bearing ot 
Walsingham; for these arc the title* and the qualities of the principal per¬ 
sonages of this divided scene. Hero, hy that buoyancy of spirit which was only 
designed more firmly to secure the affections of her youthful hut too sensitive ad¬ 
mirer, Sir Valentine de Grey, discovers, when almost too late, that her seeming 
levity had had the very opposite effect, and well nigh estranged him from her; and 
resorting to Woman's Wit for some expedient “ to lure this tersel-gentle back 
again,” she has recourse to one of Lore's Disguises, and, doffing her rich attire,, 
her gems and flaunting plumes, assumes the garb, mien, and deportment of a young 
(Quakeress ; and the heautv whose charms arc only enhanced by the modest sim¬ 
plicity of her dress, secures lor the pretended Ruth Maplcson the admiration and 
the love that the thoughtless vanity and caprice of Hero Sutton had forfeited 
Helen Mowbrav. on tin* other hand, whose fair fame had been sacrificed to the- 
slander of a villain, whose infamous licentiousness she had batfied, seeks, in the 
disguise of the stripling Eustace, to escape the observance of all who once knew, 
esteemed, and loved her, whilst, by the incessant practice of the small sword, she 
qualifies herself for the perilous ordeal of mortal combat to which (having no.father, 
brother, or relation on earth to do her right) she determines to call J-iOrd Athunrce, 
the malignant calumniator who had not only blasted her reputation, but thereby lost 
her the love of Walsingham, to whom such proofs of her apparent guilt had been 
shown, as to impress its damning conviction on his mind. The interest of the play 
reaches its climax in the fourth act, where Hero's recognition of her long-lost and 
still dearly-cherished friend, Helen Mowbray, disguised as she still, is, gives rise 
to one of those scenes of masterly power which none can depict so vividly or so 
touchingly as Knowles : and to that succeeds the scene of the intended duel, to 
which Helen comes with the desperate resolve cither of forcing Lord Athun¬ 
rce to confess the infamv of his falsehood, and so, iu the presence of the uncon¬ 
scious Walsingham, redress the foul :uid grievous wrong he had done her, or, fail¬ 
ing iu that, to pens'll on his sword. I lie scene is, in jioetical conception and mas¬ 

terly execution, the most successful even ot Knowles s most successful efforts ; 
it stands unrivalled in the drama of the last century and a half, and it would be 
difficult indeed to point to passages of more thrilling power even in the drama of a 
preceding age. We can award Mr. Macreadv and Miss Taylor no higher praise 
that thev completely entered into the author's spirit, and identified

career, and cuargc home to their sources “ the ingredients of t’.ic poisoned ch dice’ 
so amply prepared for another's lips. 

Iu be understood iu our remarks by our readers at a distance, we must In* in¬ 
dulged in a short recital o: facts. It was the misfortune of Miss Missouri to 
i.uve had a mother who notoriously derived her means of living in atfluence, from 
sources the most corrupt; yet she was not so entirely lost to all feelings of shame and 
Humanity as to subject her children to scenes of depravity, and they have always 
rts.Jcd ir, her private house, distinct and remote from anv* public establishment 
under aer control. In another respect the mother fulfilled her duties. Fro n their 
earliest infancy no pains nor money were spared to secure to them a co irse ot 
nation that would enable them to assume a respectable station in society, and there are 
‘ivy mints community who have had bestowed on them so expensive an education 
a- was given to Miss Missouri, and yet fewer are there, who exhibit thr* same de¬ 
gree ot improvement in every accomplishment within the range of female instruc- 
boii. Alter residing some vears at an eminently fashionable boarding school she 
returned to this city and to her mother’s private dwelling, where she received from 
distinguished professor's instruction in every branch of education which she or her 
.‘r.eritla deemed requisite to enable her to enter oa the profession of h?r choice 
with signal advantages. 

Uur situation as editor, and our intimacy with all theatrical matters, made us 
imiliarly acquainted with Miss Missouri some years since. We had watched

The following incident is sketched with great spirit, and is made highly interest- 
It is from an English Magazine :— 

We had a negro on lioard of a very sullen and repulsive aspect, who bore tho 
cognomen of Quaco.

Sir,” said he earnestly; “smell it, and say if it i* as it ought 
to be.” 

“ Why, it is rather thick,” said the Captain ; and taking tiie cup in lus hand, 
added, “ and it docs smell rather queer.” 

I enquired whether he had any test on board that might detect anything deio- 
lorious. 

“ Yes,” said lie, “ I have a test, and a sore one and he reached a caso from 
the locker-, from which he drew a brace of pistols and very deliberately began Ur 
load them. 

“ What would you do?” 1 exclaimed. “ Surely upon such slight grounds you 
won hi not”— 

“ Don’t be alarmed,” interrupting tne, “ 1 shall do nothing rash;” and he coolly 
examined (lie flints. Having loaded and pruned the weapons—“Call down Quaco 
and all the crew.” 

They came into the cabin. The cook was called forward, and the crew thronged 
around tiie door. 

“ Quaco,” said the captain, sternly, “ drink tha* cup of coffee to the very 
dregs.” 

“ I don’t like coffee,” said the African, drawing hack in evident surprise and 
alarm 

“ Swallow it this instant 1” 

'The negro looked as though he understood the action of his master, if he did. 
not fully comprehend his words, for he appeared to meditate a flight on deck ; but 
the crew seemed to anticipate his intentions, and their an^ry gestures told what 
mercy he might expect at their hands. Meanwhile, all was silent as death, save 
the clicking noise which accompanies the cocking of pistols. The negro paused, 
big drops of sweat poured down his dark brow like rain, his eyes glared wildiy 
round, and the paleness of death was on his lips. 

“Drink it this instant, you black murderous villain !” cried the Captain, whe 
had now no doubt of his guilt; and he levelled his pistol at his head. 

The negro took a spoonful of the mixture, though trembling with fear. He 
held it in his mouth for a moment, and then shuddering, spit it out. 

“ Force him to take it, sir,” said one of the sailors. 

“ He would have poisorud the whole of us,” said a stout Angosturin; “St 
Antonio and the saints keep us!” and he crossed himself devoutly- The sailors 
made advance as though they would have enforced the request of the former whet* 
the captain cried out— 

“ Stand off. let no one lay hands on him.” 

He then emptied the cup which held the liquid into a vessel containing about a 
pint or more, and thus addressed the negro : 

“ Do you sec these pistols? each contains two hall-. You are a guilty man if 
you refuse to drink that coffee which you have made, and you only choose your 
death; for as God is just, your minutes arc numbered- But if you drink and arc 
unharmed by it, I will give you your freedom for accusing you unjustly. I promise 
it in the presence of these witnesses. Now drink it.” 

The African, with a convulsive grasp, seized the jug, and while his teeth chat¬ 
tered against its edge, drank every drop ; then rolling his eyes frightfully, either in 
fear or agony, sunk with a deep groan upon tire floor of the cabin. A tnuriuur of 
execration arose from the crew as he fell, and not one moved forward to assist the 
wretched man. Whether the captain thought lie was hardly warranted in enforc¬ 
ing <uch summary justice, or that a slight shade of compassion came over him, he 
immediately endeavored to ascertain the nature of the poison nith which it was 
evident the coflee had been drugged ; but the negro either could or would not an¬ 
swer. We examined his chest, and sought for a clue, hut without success, until 
one of the crew'discovered a quantity of Savannah flowers cchiths (suherecia ) a 
nio.-t deadly poison, which the assassin had picked out from the refuse of the 
mules, the instinct of the animals always inducing them to reject it from their food. 
Satisfu d with this d seovery, we returned to the cabin, where we found the youth 
who had warned us in the first instance, on his knees, returning thanks to Provi¬ 
dence for having been the means of saving us ail from a dreadful death. We pre¬ 
pared an emetic of white vitriol, which wc forced the murderer to swallow ; but it 
whs useless.
